Amend the bill in section 1 by striking out all of paragraph K (page 1, lines4 to 8in L.D.) and
inserting the following:

‘K. TheExcept as otherwise provided in this subsection, the real and personal property leased by
and occupied or used solely for its own purposes by an incorporated benevolent and charitable
organization that is exempt from taxation under section 501 of the Code and the primary purpose
of which isthe operation of ahospital licensed by the Department of Health and Human Services, a
health maintenance organization or a blood bank are exempt from taxation. For property tax years
beginning on or after April 1, 2012, the exemption provided by this paragraph does not include real
property.’

SUMMARY

This amendment delays until 2012 the implementation of the restriction of the property tax
exemption for leased property used by a hospital, health maintenance organization or blood bank.
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
